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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
05/08/07 has been entered. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20 and 22-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 20, "positioned" in line 8 should be -positionable- since the 
loader arm is not positively claimed. 

Regarding claims 23, 26 and 28, these claims are directed to applicants' species 
in figure 10 while parent claim 20 is directed to the species in figure 3. Claims 23. 26 
and 28 are thus indefinite. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 1, 2, 3, 5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Richey. 

Note figure 1 in Richey where wheels 12 are rear wheels. Thus attachment 
points for link 35 are forward of attachment 28. Also note arms 26 and lift cylinder 40. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly antiipated by 
Langenfeld, et al. 

Note arms 14, links 18, attachment 30 and cylinder 54. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identicaiiy disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Richey in view of Weight as set forth and for the reasons set forth in the Office action 
mailed 01/08/07. 
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Claims 9-1 9 are allowed. 

Applicants' argument regarding the 112 rejection has been carefully considered 
but is not deemed persuasive. The link in figure 3 is connected to the loader frame but 
the link in figure 10 is connected to a plate attached to the forward end of the boom and 
not the loader frame. 

Applicants' arguments regarding Langenfeld have been carefully considered but 
are not deemed persuasive. Note the bucket in Langenfeld faces reanvard. The 
foHA/ard part of the bucket would be the back side of the bucket. As for cylinder 54, it 
acts between 18 and 14. The claims do not recite that the cylinder is connected directly 
between 18 and 14. 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the parent application prior 
to the filing of this Continued Prosecution Application under 37 CFR 1.53(d) and could 
have been finally rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action. 
Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action after the 
filing under 37 CFR 1.53(d). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.136(a).
